Man Apparently Trampled to Death. 

Only one body, that of Timothy J. 
Hanlon, 58, has been identified this 
morning. It Was believed he was 
trampled to death, as examination 
of his injuries showed his neck was 
broken. Two other bodies 
'from the theater were burned so bad- 
ly that identification was impossible. 
One was the body of an elderly wom- 
and the other was that of a young 
man about 20 years old. 

The first actual description of 
what happened within the theater 
was given by a man who escaped 
from the theater and who said that 
the fire, which started behind stage, 
spread so rapidly that the aisles be- 
came jammed and spectators jumped 
from the balcony to the main floor. 
He said the exits were jammed in- 
stantly. 

The fire destroyed the interior of

OFFICIALS EXPECTED TO GET 
MODIFIED OFFER FROM FORD 


Say Probably Complete Substitute 

Proposed on Muscle Shoals Will 
“ Be Received. 
by the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Govern- 
ment officials in touch with the ne- 
gotiations of Henry Ford for pur- 
chase and lease of the Muscle Shoals 
(Alabama) nitrate and water power 
projects said today they expected to 
receive soon from Ford a modified 
proposal, probably a complete sub- 
stitution for that now under discus- 
sion. 

The expected offer 
outgrowth of the recent conference 
here between Secretary Hoover and 
Major-General Beach, chief of army 
engineers, and Ford and his advisers. 
That conference was understood to be 
nonproductive in the way of progress 
on the offer. 

Differences as to the present pro- 
posal exist between the Govern- 
ment's representatives and Ford 
which apparently cannot be removed. 
It was said authoritatively today that 
if the proposal was submitted to 
Congress in its present form, that 
body undoubtedly would .not accept 
it. This belief was said to be jus-

He was hampered 
by partisan obstruction in the United States Senate 
His attempt was defeated, temporarily at ieast. in 
this country and thereby crippled for all the worid. 
But his effort has borne fruit in a world aspire- 
tion and agitation which will not be placated with- 
out the continued effort of this and other Govern- 
ments to the same end. 

Mr. Harding and his senatoria) associates. failing 


of the world statesman'’s vision, at first sought to 


deny the logic which made imperative the organiza- 
tion of the world Powers for peace. Having made 
preliminary efforts, however, in answer to public de- 
mand, they at last are beginning to recognize the 
requirements of a situation which Mr. Wilson recog- 
nized long ago. But rather than lead the war. as 
Mr. Wilson sought to do, they themselves are being 
led by events. What Mr. Wilson sought to anticipate 
by intelligence ther undertake by the age-old method 
of trial and success.

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An All American Golf Course. 


One of my correspondents has 
suggested that I describe an imag- 
inary course containing the 18 best 

holes in America. That is a novel 
idea, to say the least, and I think 
this enthusiast must have had in 


mind the National Golf Links of 
America. That course, as is rath- 
er well known, is composed of a 
reproduction of a series of famous 
heles from British courses—not 
from the thousands of courses 
throughout Britain, but from the 
cycle of six seaside courses over 
which the British championship 
rotates. The result gives us a won- 
derful golf course down on Long 
Island. 

Here are nine of what I would 
call the best 18 holes, the most 
typical nine holes in American 
golf: 

1—Chicago Golf Club. 

2—Pine Valley. 

8—St. Louis Country Club. 


delphia. 

5—Mayfield, Cleveland. 

6é—Columbia Golf Club, Wash- 
ington. 

7—Flossmoor Country Club, Chi- 
cago. 

§—National Golf Links, Long 
Isiand., : 

Country Club. 

I can recall some wonderful first 
holes, but Chicago Golf's first 
stands out from all others. It has 
420 yards with a free space for the 
tee shot and a narrow entrance to 
the green. 

The second, which I choose from 
Pine Valley, confronts the player 
with the necessity of carrying 180 
yards over the rough, and then a 
condition by which the second shot 
makes the hole. The green, 360 
yards from the tee, is on a broad, 
high hill, protected by an unusual- 
ly fierce trap. One cannot roll a 
ball to:this green, but plenty of 
room is given for the pitch. 

St. Louis “Makes the Course.” 

For the all-American third hole 
I unquestionably pick No. 3 of the 
St. Louis Country Club. This is a 
one-shotter of about 180 yards, 
with a splendid water hazard, and 
one must carry all the way to the 
green. Traps guard the green on 
three and one-half sides—a won- 
derful hole. 

The fourth hole at Merion al- 
ways appealed to me as a wonder- 
fully hard par. About 430 yards, 
it is most difficult to get home in 
two—a question of trees on the 
right or else too much of a hook. 
It takes golf to make this in four. 


Now we are ready for a long 
one, and Mayfield’s No. 5 an- 
swers the purpose of giving us the 
hardest golf we have. One can oil 
up his driver here and go as far as 
he likes. Length, about 550 yards, 

with plenty of trouble. 

The sixth at Columbia is a test- 
ing hole of first rank. It is some 
430 yards with some fair mounds 
along the right-hand edge. There 
is a boundary line and woods to 
the left, while the rough on the 
right is bad. I can assure you there 
were more fives than fours on this 
hole during the championship. 


This Sounds Dumfounding. 

The seventh at Flossmoor calls 
for the finest of golf's delicate 
shots—120 yards over water. I took 


an eight on it once and never 

missed a shot. My first two fell in 

the water by inches. It is most 

picturesque, surrounded on all 
sides by woods. When the trees 

cast their shadows across the wat- 

er the hole is a jewel not only to 

play but to behold, in its wonder- 

ful atmosphere of quietude and 

rest. on a summer afternoon. 

The eighth at the National is a 
magnificent hole. The designer 
here has allowed the player his 
choice of two fairways. The play 
calls for a very stiff second to a 
high plateau green which tapers 
off to one side. Sometimes I use 
a mashie here, but mostly a mid- 
iron. I have used a spoon, depend- 
ing on the wind. The length is 

about 400 yards. 

Personally I like the ninth hole 
to fetch up at the clubhouse. The 
newer style, of course, omits this, 
but I Ifke it. Therefore I pick my 
All-American No. 9 from Mem- 
phis. It not only is at the club- 
house, but it puts in front of the 
player the necessity for a real, 
deadstop niblick pitch after a drive 
which must be straight. The gal- 
lery on the veranda has wonder- 
ful opportunity here to watch the 
antics of a well-directed, kicking- 
back ball. 

I have seen some of the very 
sportiest and prettiest holes in the 
most obscure places. The little 
golf course in a small town usually 
has its feature hole, and often it 
is a beauty. 

Golf architects are doing won- 
derful things now, and I wish that 
I had the time and money to build 
a course of 19 holes selected, each 
hole, from the best ones I have 
seen in America. Wouldn't we 
have fun? My selection of the re- 
maining nine holes on my imagi- 
nary course will appear soon. 


Mile. Lenglen’s. Escort 
On Tour to U. S. Quits 
French Net Federation 


PARIS, France, Nov. 28.— 
Capt. Albert de Joannis, who ac- 
companied Mile. Suzanne Leng- 
len, the French tennis player, to 
the United States last summer, 
has resigned as vice president of 
the French Lawn Tennis Federa- 
tion, in protest against the action 
of that body in censuring the 
American Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion for “unjustified commenta- 
ries upon the sporting spirit of 
Mile. Lenglen.”’ 

Capt. de Joannis declared that 
the United States officials were 
very considerate of Mile. Lenglen 
who, he said, resigned in the mid- 
dle of a match with Mrs. Molla 
Bjurstedt Mallory when defeat 
seemed impending. 

Capt. Joannis added that Mile. 
Lenglen was not sick on the day 
of her match with Mrs. Mallory 
and that she had assured him just 
before the start that she was at 
her best. He blamed her for re- 
fusing to continue, when defeat 
was staring her in the face, and 
asserted that her subsequent at- 
tacks on U. S. officials and public 
were unwarranted. 

Lenglen “did not 
know how to lose gracefully.”

Man's feet, adapted to Warefoot 
use, are subject to special trouble 
when shoes are worn, especially im- 
proper shoes; these foot troubles 


may partly be corrected by proper | 


shoeing, though other corrective 
measures are also called for. In 
many cases it is better to consult the 


doctor, especially in all serious cases | 


and those of long standing. The com- 
monest trouble is “flat-foot,”’ or 
“fallen arches,”’ a condition which is 
in fact nearly always caused by bad 
posture, by muscles weakened 
through lack of proper exercise, and 


especially by the use of shoes of poor | 


type, which limit muscle _ action, 
especially action of the toes, and 
give a faulty weight. distribution on 
the foot. When the barefoot savage 
walks his foot “toes in,” and the toes 
grasp the ground at each step. In 
consequence of this the leg muscles, 
whose tendons run back of the inner 
ankle bone and are hitched to the 
sole and the toes, “are strong and 
elastic from use and hold up the 
arch of the foot. With stiff shoes, 
especially with tight or short toes, 
the action of the toes is limited or 
even stopped, and the muscles con- 


sequently lose elasticity and tone. If | 


one stands much and walks little, all 
the muscles of the leg and foot lose 
strength. If one toes out in walking 
or standing
